This  being  the  time  and  place  appointed  by  the  Constitution 
for  the  assembling  of  the  Legislature,  the  Senate  was  called  to 
order  by  Enoch  E.  Borden,  Secretary  ol  the  last  Senate. 

The  roll  being  called  by  the  Secretary,  the  following  named 
Senators  answered  to  the  call,  viz : — 

Messrs.    Blackman,  Buckley,  Cobb,  Dater,  Horner,  Ludlam, 
Rpbins,  Ware,  Winfield,  Wright,  Wurts,— 11. 

Mr.  Ware  moved  that  the  Hon.  Amos  Robins,  of  the  county 
of  Middlesex,  be  appointed  President  pro  tempore. 

Which  motion  was  agreed  to,  and  the  President  pro  tempore 
took  the  chair. 

Mr.  Horner  presented  the  credentials  of  the  Hon.  James  L. 
Hays,  a  Senator  from  the  county  of  Essex. 

Which  were  read  and  approved,  and  the  oaths  prescribed  by 
law  having  been  duly  administered  to  Mr.  Hays  by  the  President 
pro  tempore,  he  took  his  seat  in  the  Senate. 

Mr.  Horner  presented  the  credentials  of  the  Hon.  Edward 
Bettle,  a  Senator  from  the  county  of  Camden. 

Which  were  read  and  approved,  and  the  oaths  prescribed  by 
law  having  been  duly  administered  to  Mr.  Bettle  by  the  Presi- 
dent pro  tempore,  he  took  his  seat  in  the  Senate. 

Mr.  Ludlam  presented  the  credentials  of  the  Hon.  Woodward 
Warrick,  a  Senator  from  the  county  of  Gloucester. 

Mr.  Ludlam  presented  the  credentials  of  the  Hon.  Samuel 
Plummer,  a  Senator  from  the  county  of  Salem ; 
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Mr.  Wurts  presented  the  credentials  of  the  Hon.  John  H.  An- 
derson, a  Senator  from  the  comity  of  Somerset.

Henry  Miller,  D.  D.,  by  invitation  of  the  Presi- 
dent, pro  tempore,  then  opened  the  proceedings  of  the  Senate 
with  prayer. 

t  The  Senate  then  proceeded,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Ware,  to  the 
Choice  of  a  President  for  the  present  session. 

Mr.  Ware  nominated  the  Hon.  Benjamin  Buckley,  of  the 
the  County  of  Passaic. 

Mr.  Little  nominated  the  Hon.  Alexander  Wurts,  of  the 
County  of  Hunterdon. 

Under  the    direction    of  the  President   pro    tempore,  the  # 
Secretary  called  the  Senate  with  the  following  result  :

Mr.  Buckley  having  received  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast 
Jwas  declared  by  the  President  pro  tempore  duly  elected  Presi" 
dent  of  the  Senate  for  the  present  session,  and  was  conducted  to 
the  Chair  by  Messrs.  Wurts  and  Ludlam. 

On  taking  the  Chair  the  President  addressed  the  Senate  as 
follows: 
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Senatobs  ! — In  the  favor  you  have  been  pleased  to  confer  upon 
me  in  selecting  me  to  preside  over  your  deliberations,  accept 
my  sincere  thanks.  I  am  not  unmindful  of  the  fact  that  while 
this  position  is  justly  regarded  as  one  of  honor  and  distinction, 
it  has  nevertheless  its  duties  and  responsibilities.  Those  duties, 
so  far  as  I  shall  be  able  to  understand  them,  I  shall  endeavor  to 
discharge  without  favor  or  partiality,  by  a  strict  observance  of 
the  rules  you  may  adopt  for  our  government. 

It  would  be  unreasonable  to  expect  entire  agreement  upon  all 
questions  which  will  come  before  us  for  our  consideration,  from 
the  simple  fact  that  we  neither  view  questions  from  the  same 
standpoint,  nor  do  we  employ  the  same  process  of  reasoning  to 
arrive  at  our  conclusions.  Yet  it  is  the  undoubted  privilege  of 
every  member  of  the  Senate  freely  to  discuss,  within  the  limits 
of  the  rules,  all  questions  which  are  presented  for  our  action ; 
keeping  in  mind,  however,  that  in  the  exercise  of  the  privilege 
we  are  not  allowed  to  wound  the  feelings  of  others  by  personal 
allusions  because  they  may  differ  with  us,  but  conceding  to  them 
the  same  honesty  of  purpose  in  their  opinions  that  we  would 
claim  for  ourselves.  By  so  doing  we  can  best  preserve  the  har- 
mony and  good  feeling,  as  well  as  the  order  and  decorum  of  the 
Senate. 

From  the  numerous  applications  for  special  acts  which  have 
been  advertised  in  the  different  local  papers,  in  all  sections  of 
the  State,  we  may  expect  that  a  large  amount  of  business  will  be 
presented  for  our  action.  It  should  be  our  aim  to  transact  this 
business  in  as  short  a  time  as  possible,  consistent  with  the  char- 
acter and  the  interest  of  the  State.  And  if  the  different  com- 
mittees will  be  prompt  in  reporting  upon  all  matters  referred  to 
them,  they  will  assist  very  much  in  facilitating  the  business  and 
making  the  session  one  of  comparative  shortness. 

In  this  connection  permit  me  to  say  that  the  committee  on  en- 
grossed bills  has  duties  to  perform  which,  for  importance  to  the 
interests  of  the  State,  are  not  exceeded  by  any  other  eommittee. 
If  we  would  avoid  the  errors  of  the  past,  and  prevent  laws  from 
being  spread  over  our  statute  books  which  'never  passed  the 
Legislature  in  the  form  in  which  they  appear,  it  is  important 
that  each  engrossed  copy  should  be  carefully  compared  with  the 
original  from  which  it  was  copied ;  and  the  committee  should  be 
satisfied  of  the  correctness  of  the  same  before  reporting  them. 
I  have  deemed  it  proper  to  allude  to  this  matter  at  this  time 
because  of  its  importance,  as  well  as  to  avoid  the  necessity  of 
calling  attention  to  it  after  the  committee  shall  have  been  ap- 
pointed, when  it  might  appear  that  by  so  doing  there  was  an 
unwillingness  on  the  part  of  the  committee  to  attend  to  the  dutiep 
assigned  them. 
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With  reference  to  our  national  difficulties — however  much  we 
may  differ  in  regard  to  some  questions  of  public  policy,  we  must 
all  desire  that  these  difficulties  should  not  longer  remain  in  Hheir 
present  unsettled  condition.  New  Jersey,  by  an  act  of  the  Leg- 
islature at  the  recent  session,  gave  her  support  to  sundry  amend- 
ments to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  which  it  was 
supposed  would  restore  the  relations  between  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment and  the  insurgent  States — but  from  present  indications 
this  measure  will  fail  to  accomplish  the  objects  intended.  What, 
other  plan  may  be  proposed  by  Congress  it  is  difficult  at  the 
present  time  to  say.  This  much,  however,  may  be  said :  that 
New  Jersey  stands  ready  to-day  to  give  her  influence  and  sup- 
port to  any  measure  which  will  give  permanent  peace  to  the 
nation,  and  the  establishment  of  such  laws  as  will  secure  to  all 
classes  of  our  citizens  equal  protection  in  the  enjoyment  of  all 
their  civil,  religious  and  political  rights. 

I  hope  that  this  session  will  be  pleasant  and  agreeable  to  each 
member  of  the  Senate,  and  that  our  action  may  be  such  that  when 
our  labors  close  we  can  return  to  our  constituents  feeling  assured 
that  what  we  have  done  will  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the 
people  of  the  State,  and  meet  with  their  approval.

There  being  no  other  nomination,  Mr.  Moore  was  declared 
duly  elected. 

The  Senate  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  Sergeant-at- 
Arms. 

Mr.  Ware  nominated  Samuel  H.  Cavallier,  of  the  county  of 
Atlantic. 

There  being  no  other  nomination,  Mr.  Cavallier  was  declared 
duly  elected. 

The  Senate  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  Doorkeeper  of 
the  Senate  Gallery. 

Mr.  Ware  nominated  Townsend  Cox,  of  the  county  of  Bur- 
lington. 

There  being  no  other  nomination,  Mr.  Cox  was  declared  duly 
elected.

Which  was  read  and  adopted,  and 

The  President  appointed  Messrs.  Hays  and  Wurts  as  said 
committee. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Wright, 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  inform  the  House  of  Assembly 
that  the  Senate  has  met,  formed  a  quorum,  and  elected  the  Hon. 
Benjamin  Buckley,  a  Senator  from  Passaic  county,  President, 
and  Enoch  R.  Borden,  Secretary,  and  has  proceeded  to  business. 

On  motion  of  Mr  Horner,

To  His  Excellency,  Marcus  L.  Ward,  Governor : 

Sir  : — The  Morris  Canal  and  Banking  Company  claims  title 
to  the  most  of  the  premises  described  in  the  bill  entitled  "  An 
act  to  incorporate  the  Hudson  River  Wet  Basin  and  Warehouse 
Company,  and  to  contract  for  a  lease  to  said  Company  of  lands 
of  the  State  in  New  York  Bay." 

While  that  bill  was  under  consideration  in  the  House  of 
Assembly,  an  amendment  was  proposed,  on  behalf  of  the  Morris 
Canal  and  Banking  Company,  to  the  effect  that  the  State  should 
give  the  pre-emptive  right  to  the  said  premises  to  the  riparian 
owners  at  an  annual  rent  of  $20,000.  Such  proposed  amend- 
ment was  not  adopted.  The  Morris  Canal  and  Banking  Com- 
pany, without  waiving  such  title  as  they  have  in  the  premises  in 
the  said  bill  mentioned,  that  they  may  be  enabled  to  carry  out 
the  purposes  of  their  incorporation  without  molestation,  will  pay 
to  the  State  of  New  Jersey  twenty  thousand  dollars  per  year,  for 
such  part  of  the  premises  in  the  said  bill  described  as  they  claim 
title  to,  (being  less  in  quantity  than  the  amount  therein  set 
forth).  Said  rent  shall  commence  immediately  upon  the  passage 
of  an  act  by  the  Legislature  of  New  Jersey  securing  to  the  said 
Company  the  right  of  the  state  in  such  premises ;  and  such  rent 
shall  be  payable  without  any  other  qualification  than  this,  that 
the  State  of  New  Jersey  shall  secure  to  the  said  Company  the 
right  and  interest  of  the  said  State  in  said  premises  during  the 
period  the  said  rent  shall  be  paid. 

The  said  Company  hereby  stipulate  that  if  they  fail  to  accept 
a  grant  from  the  State  of  New  Jersey  for  the  said  premises  (so 
by  them  claimed  as  aforesaid)  upon  the  terms  aforesaid,  they  will 
concur  in  any  grant  of  the  said  premises  that  the  State  may 
think  proper  to  make  to  others,  and  in  the  peaceable  possession 
of  such  grantees  of  the  State.

Company,  and  to  contract  for  a  lease  to  said  Company  of  lands 
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of  the  State  in  New  York  bay,"  (which  lands  were  purchased  by 
this  Company  of  the  Jersey  Associates  in  1845,  and  whereon 
costly  and  extensive  improvements  had  been  made  by  them  in 
pursuance  of  the  plan  adopted  for  the  establishment  of  a  suitable 
depot  at  the  terminus  of  their  Canal),  Mr.  John  D.  Ward,  Vice 
President  of  this  Company,  made  a  proposal  to  you  under  date 
of  April  7,  1866. 

This  offer  was  made  in  good  faith,  and  the  Company  will, 
without  waiving  any  of  their  rights,  abide  by  it,  notwithstanding 
they  had  always  been  advised  and  believed  that  their  title  to 
the  lands  under  water,  and  the  piles  and  basins  covered  by  the 
proposed  enactment,  was  complete.

Mr.  Cobb  presented  the  following  concurrent  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  possesses 
the  entire  and  exclusive  legislative  power  of  the  National  Gov- 
ernment, subject  only  to  the  qualified  veto  power  of  the  Presi- 
dent, and  that  the  President  cannot  rightfully  interfere  therewith 
except  by  the  proper  use  of  that  power;  that  his  appropriate 
duty  is  to  execute  the  laws,  not  to  make  them. 

Resolved,  That  the  ten  States  now  unrepresented  in  Congress, 
having  organized  -a  flagrant  and  atrocious  rebellion  against  the 
National  Government,  haying  through  a  long  and  devastating 
war,  as  cruel  and  wicked  as  it  was  causeless,  sought  the  over- 
throw of  the  National  Constitution,  and  having  voluntarily  ab- 
jured their  allegiance  thereto,  they  cannot  now  claim  the  protec- 
tion of  its  guarantees ;  that  by  the  laws  of  war  and  of  nations, 
as  expounded  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  Con- 
gress may  lawfully  exercise  over  them  belligerent  as  well  as 
sovereign  rights,  and  in  restoring  them  to  their  former  practical 
relations  with  the  Government,  may*  impose  such  terms  as  the 
national  safety  way  require. 

Resolved,  That  as  the  governments  existing  in  those  states  at 
the  outbreak  of  the  rebellion  were  thereby  actually  overthrown, 
although  the  acts  of  secession  were  legally  null  and  void,  and  so 
continued  for  upwards  of  four  years,  during  all  which  time  hostile 
governments  ruled  in  them  all,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  Congress  to 
guarantee  to  each  State  a  Republican  form  of  government  in 
proper  subordination  to  the  National  Government,  and  as  the 
whole  law-making  power  of  the  government  is  vested  in  Con- 
gress, it  becomes  the  duty,  as  well  as  the  right  of  Congress,  to 
see  to  it  that  loyal  Republican  governments  are  lawfully  estab- 
lished in  those  States. 

Resolved,  That  while  the  President  had,  under  the  war  power 
of  the  Constitution,  the  right  to  exercise  such  military  control 
over  those  States  as  might  be  required  for  the  national  safety, 
and  the  protection  of  life  and  property,  yet  he  had  no  right  to 
interfere  with  the  law-making  power  of  Congress  in  its  appro- 
priate duty  of  guaranteeing  loyal  Republican  governments ;  that 
all  such  acts  on  his  part  were  usurpations  of  power  that  should 
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be  rebuked  by  Congress,  as  well  for  our  present  security  as  also 
that  they  be  not  drawn  into  dangerous  precedents  for  the  futurfc ; 
that  the  dangers  from  executive  usurpation,  against  which  we 
were  warned  by  our  revolutionary  statesmen,  have  proved 
greater  than  even  they  feared,  and  that  the  trying  experience  of 
the  last  eighteen  months  warn  us  to  erect  every  lawful  barrier 
against  all  such  attempts  in  the  future. 

Resolved,  That  although  Congress  possesses  the  powers  before 
mentioned,  and  might  ere  this  have  lawfully  exercised  them,  yet 
it  had  the  right  to  abstain  from  their  immediate  exercise,  and 
we  applaud  its  magnanimity  in  tendering  the  pending  Constitu- 
tional amendment  as  a  basis  of  reconstruction ;  that  this  amend- 
ment manifests  a  spirit  of  liberality  and  forgiveness,  such  as  was 
never  before  shown  to  so  flagrant  and  atrocious  a  rebellion ;  that 
as  this  amendment  has  been  summarily  and  contemptuously 
rejected,  we  express  our  earnest  desire  that  Congress  would  now 
exercise  the  full  measure  of  its  authority,  and  provide  for  the 
establishment  of  loyal  Republican  governments  in  those  States, 
so  that  they  may  be  restored  to  their  practical  relations  with  the 
National  Government  as  speedily  as  may  be  consistent  with  the 
national  safety. 

Resolved,  That  in  establishing  such  governments,  Congress 
should  practically  and  fully  recognize  the  great  cardinal  truths 
of  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  the  Magna  Charta  of  our 
liberties,  and  should  provide  for  the  exercise  of  the  rights  of 
suffrage,  and  of  all  other  civil  rights,  without  distinction  of  race 
or  color;  that  this,  is  demanded  for  our  own  security,  and  the 
protection  of  the  loyal  citizens  of  the  South,  white  as  well  as 
black,  as  well  as  upon  principle,  and  in  justice  and  gratitude  to 
the  negro  race  for  their  voluntary  and  efficient  aid  in  overthrow- 
ing the  rebellion,  and  securing  our  own  rights  and  liberties ; 
and  while  thus  securing  the  rights  of  the  loyal,  without  distinc- 
tion of  race  or  color,  adequate  provision  should  be  made  to  pre- 
vent the  return  to  power  of  those  perjured  traitors  who  inaugu-. 
rated  the  rebellion,  that  thus  at  length  treason  may  be  made 
odious  and  traitors  receive  some  of  their  justly  merited  punish- 
ment. 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions,  signed  by  the  Gov- 
ernor, be  sent  to  each  of  our  Senators  and  Representatives  in 
Congress,  to  be  presented  to  their  respective  bodies. 

Said  resolutions  were  read,  and  on  motion  of  Mr.  Cobb,  were 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Federal  Relations. 

Mr.  Cobb,  presented  the  following  resolutions : 

Whereas,  Our  loyal  people  incurred  the  risks  and  burdens  of 
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the  late  atrocious  rebellion  as  well  out  of  regard  to  their 
*     posterity,  as  for  their  own  benefit  and  security  ;  and 

Whereas,  In  any  event  the  burdens  of  war  will  fall  heavily 
upon  this  generation,  and  to  maintain  our  revenue  upon  the 
existing  basis,  whereby  our  national  debt  will  be  paid  off 
within  twenty  years  or  less,  will  keep  up  a  rate  of  taxation 
too  heavy  to  be  borne  without  unduly  oppressing  our  manu- 
facturing industry,  and  all  in  moderate  circumstances,  as 
well  as  those  depending  upon  their  daily  labor  for  a  liveli- 
hood ;  therefore, 

Be  it  resolved,  (House  of  Assembly  concurring)  that  justice 
and  sound  policy  alike  demand  such  a  modification  of  our 
internal  revenue  laws  and  such  a  reduction  of  taxes  exempting 
all  incomes  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  as  will  materially 
reduce  the  present  enormous  cost  of  living  and  will  impose 
upon  the  next  generation  a  part  of  the  burden  of  paying  our 
national  debt ;  that  while  we  hold  the  obligation  to  pay  this 
debt,  and  in  every  way  preserve  the  national  faith  inviolate  to 
be  most  sacred,  yet  that  more  evil  than  good  will  result  from  the 
present  rapid  rate  of  .paying  it  off,  and  the  interest  of  the  public 
creditors,  as  well  as  all  tax  payers,  will  be  promoted  by  extend- 
ing the  time  of  payment  over  a  longer  series  of  years. 

Resolved,  That  while  we  earnestly  desire  the  resumption  of 
specie  payments  as  soon  as  it  can  safely  be  done,  yet  we  depre- 
cate such  a  rapid  contraction  as.  would  involve  many  in 
bankruptcy,  and  check  the  productive  industry  of  the  country, 
and  trust  that  Congress  will  so  legislate  upon  this  important 
question,  as  to  avoid  all  unnecessary  shocks  to  public  or  private 
credit. 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions,  signed  by  the 
Governor,  be  sent  to  each  of  our  Senators  and  Representatives 
in  Congress,  to  be  presented  to  their  respective  bodies. 

The  resolutions  were  ordered  printed. 

Which  resolutions  were  read  and  on  motion  of  Mr.  Robins 
were  laid  upon  the  table. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  Governor  by  the  hands  of 
his  Private  Secretary,  being  a  sealed  communication,  endorsed 
44  nominations." 

Mr.  Cobb  presented  the  following  concurrent  resolutions : 
Whereas,  New  Jersey  is  already  very  largely   interested  in 
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manufactures,  and  her  abundant  water  power,  her  inexhaus- 
tible deposits  of  ores,  her  proximity  to  the  coal  and  ore  of 
Pennsylvania,  and  to  the  great  central  markets  of  the  coun- 
try, offer  inducements  and  facilities  for  her  becoming  one  of 
the  most  important  manufacturing  States  of  the  Union ;  and 
whereas,  our  farmers  and  market  gardeners,  and  the  whole 
mechanical  and  laboring  population  of  the  State,  are  all 
deeply  interested  in  the  prosperity  and  extension  of  our 
manufacturing  industry;  and  whereas ,  by  reason   of  suffi- 
cient protection  against  the  underpaid  labor  of  Europe,  and 
of  the  oppressive  burdens  imposed  upon  manufacturers  by 
our  internal  revenue  laws,  this  vital  branch  of  industry  and 
source  of  national  wealth,  is  not  only  prevented  from  ex- 
tension, but  is  in  danger  of  being  embarrassed  and  crippled; 
therefore, 
Resolved,  (House  of  Assembly  concurring)  that  we  earnestly 
appeal  to  Congress  so  to  modify  our  Internal  Revenue  laws,  and 
to  impose  such  additional  specific  duties  upon  foreign  imports 
coming  in  competition  with  our  own  manufactures  as  will  effectu- 
ally protect  our  own  home  industry,  establish  it  upon  a  secure 
and  permanent  basis,  and  fully  develop  the  resources  of  our  own 
State  and  the  whole  country  by  securing  that  varied  employ- 
ment to  labor  without  which  no  country  can  attain  the  highest 
degree  of  prosperity.    That  in  expressing  this,  our  earnest  de- 
sire, we  but  give  utterance  to  what  we  believe  to  be  the  almost 
unanimous  opinion  of  the  people  of  New  Jersey,  without  regard 
to  their  differences  on  the  exciting  party  issues  of  the  day — New 
Jersey  having  uniformly  adhered  to  that   protective   policy, 
which  during  the  last  war  with  Great  Britain  was  inaugurated 
by  the  leaders  of  the  Republican  party  that  then  governed  the 
country.

State  op  New  Jbrset,  Executive  Department, 
Trenton,  January  30, 1867. 

To  the  Honorable  Senate  of  the  State  of  Mew  Jersey : 

Gentlemen  : — I  herewith  return  with  my  objections,  Senate 
Bill,  No.  15,  entitled  "  A  further  supplement  to  the  act  entitled 
An  act  for  the  Punishment  of  Crimes.7 " 

This  bill  is  intended  to  repeal  and  to  be  a  substitute  for  the 
second  and  third  sections  of  the  act  now  in  force  on  the  same 
subject,  and  entitled  "  A  supplement  to  the  act  entitled  « An  act 
ibr  the  Punishment  of  Crimes/  "  approved  April  3, 1855. 

The  second  section,  so  repealed,  prohibits  as  a  crime  the  giv- 
ing or  offering  of  any  bribe  to  any  member  of  the  Senate  or 
General  Assembly,  to  influence  his  opinion,  behavior  or  vote.    It 
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also  prohibits  as  a  crime,  the  acceptance  of  such  bribe.  The 
provisions  of  this  second  section  appear  to  be  substantially  re- 
enacted  in  the  first,  second  and  third  sections  of  the  Ijill  now 
proposed  as  a  substitute.  These  three  sections,  standing  by 
themselves,  I  entirely  approve.  The  fourth  and  fifth  sections, 
however,  appear  to  me  of  so  objectionable  a  character,  that  I  am 
constrained  to  withhold  my  assent. 

First. — The  third  section  of  the  act  now  in  force  is,  by  the 
proposed  bill,  repealed,  and  at  the  same  time  no  substitute  or 
similar  provision  is  enacted.  This  third  section  is  intended  to 
prohibit  an  offence  not  apparently  within  the  terms  of  any  other 
section  of  the  law,  viz. :  the  offence  of  giving  or  withholding  a 
vote  upon  one  legislative  proceeding  or  measure  in  consideration 
of  a  vote  to  be  given  or  withheld  upon  another.  This  offence  is 
made  by  the  third  section  now  proposed  to  be  repealed  a  misde- 
meanor, punishable  by  imprisonment  or  fine.  It  is  evidently  a 
mode  of  bribery  more  insidious  and  dangerous  than  the  direct 
offering  and  acceptance  of  a  gift.  It  induces,  in  fact,  corrupt 
action  on  two  matters  or  proceedings,  while  a  direct  pecuniary 
bribe  operates,  or  may  operate,  but  upon  one.  The  section  in 
question  is  intended  to  promote  impartial  action  upon  every 
legislative  matter  by  itself,  upon  its  merits,  and  unbiassed  by 
agreements  to  vote  for  or  against  another,  with  which  the  mat- 
ter  to  be  acted  on  has  no  proper  or  legitimate  connection.  I  can 
see  no  good  reason  why  this  third  section  should  be  repealed, 
and  the  corrupt  practice  it  is  designed  to  prohibit  become  ex- 
empted from  express  legal  restraints. 

Second. — The  fourth  section  of  the  proposed  bill  provides 
that  any  person  charged  with  either  of  the  offences  specified  in 
the  first  or  second  sections  thereof,  may,  if  indicted  and  tried  for 
such  offence,  be  a  witness  on  his  own  behalf  on  such  trial.  This 
is  an  innovation  upon  the  established  mode  of  procedure  in  crim- 
inal cases,  which,  if  adopted  at  all,  should  be  of  general  applica- 
tion. It  may  well  M  doubted,  I  think,  if  the  prevention  of 
crimes  and  the  administration  of  justice  would  be  aided,  by 
allowing  accused  persons  on  their  trial  to  testify  for  themselves. 
But,  however  this  may  be,  1  cannot  assent  to  a  law  which  con-  * 
fers  upon  the  persons  named  in  this  bill,  and  indictments  for  the 
crimes  it  is  intended  to  punish,  privileges  or  rights  not  conferred 
upon  others. 

It  does  not  appear  why  a  Governor  or  a  member  of  the  Senate 
or  Assembly  when  indicted  for  bribery  in  his  office,  should  have, 
or  should  expect,  privileges  in  his  defence  not  granted  to  those 
charged  with  no  public  confidence  or  trust  A  distinction  would 
thus  be  made  hitherto  unknown  in  our  legal  tribunals,  and  at 
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variance  with  the  recognized  principle  that  all  men  are  to  be 
held  "  equal  before  the  law."  . 

The  corruption  of  legislation  by  bribery  is  most  dangerous  to 
<mr  republican  institutions,  and  I  see  no  reason  why  those  guilty 
of  that  crime  should  be  favored  above  all  other  criminals.  Few 
of  those  who  would  take  a  bribe  in  violation  of  their  oath  would 
hesitate  to  take  the  oath  that  would  rid  them  of  the  punishment. 

Third — The  fifth  section  of  the  proposed  bill  repeals  the 
second  and  third  sections  of  the  act  now  in  force,  and  thereby 
exempts  from  punishment  those  persons,  if  any  there  be,  who 
may  have  become  guilty  of  the  crimes  which  these  sections  pro- 
hibit.  No  reason  appears  why  any  person  now  liable  to  be  pun- 
ished for  bribery  under  either  of  these  sections  should  be 
exempted  by  the  Legislature  from  the  penalty  of  his  crime. 
That  this  exemption  is  but  incidental  to  and  not  the  primary 
object  of  such  repeal  is  a  reason,  I  think,  why  the  repeal,  if  made 
for  the  purpose  of  substituting  other  and  similar  provisions, 
should  be  more  guarded  in  its  terms  and  effect. 

Fourth — The  fifth  section  of  the  proposed  bill  further  enacts 
♦'that  all  and  every  provision  of  the  statute  or  common  law 
within  the  purview  of  said  second  or  third  sections  of  this  act, 
be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed." 

A  repeal  so  general  and  broad  in  its  terms  may  include  in  its 
operations  results  and  inconveniences  not  intended  and  not  appa- 
rent from  the  bill.  An  indiscriminate  abrogation  of  all  adjudi- 
cations heretofore  made  by  our  courts  and  included  in  the  terms 
"  common  law,"  by  which  bribery  as  a  crime  has  been  expounded 
or  defined,  seems  not  to  be  required  to  correct  any  existing  error 
or  to  supply  any  existing  defect  in  the  law  as  it  stands.  If  any 
specific  correction  is  to  be  made  or  any  defect  to  be  supplied, 
legislative  provision  to  that  end  may  be  readily  made  in  such 
form  that  its  precise  scope  and  effect  can  be  better  seen  and  con- 
sidered. 

For  the  reasons  above  stated  I  have  been  constrained  to  with- 
hold my  assent  from  the  bill,  and  do  accordingly  return  it  here- 
with.

for  their  use  during  their  stay  in  the  city. 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Clerk  send  a  copy  of  this  preamble 
and  resolutions,  under  the  seal  of  the  city,  to  the  President  of 
the  Senate  and  the  Speaker  of  the  Assembly,  and  request  them, 
to  have  them  read  before  their  respective  houses.

Mr.  Hays  from  the  committee  to  which  was  referred  that  par* 
of  the  Governors  Message  relating  to  the  State  Lunatic  Asylum? 
presented  the  following  report : 

To  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey : 

The  Joint  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the 
Governor's  Message  as  relates  to  the  State  Lunatic  Asylum,  beg 
leave  to  report,  that  they  have  visited  the  institution,  passed 
through  and  examined  all  the  wards  occupied  by  patients,  the 
heating,  ventilating,  cooking,  lighting,  and  other  fixtures  con- 
nected with  the  establishment,  and  ascertained  that  the  general 
arrangements  of  the  building  and  the  general  condition  and 
working  of  the  various  fixtures  and  appliances  is  satisfactory. 

Although  the  house  is  in  a  very  crowded  state,  having,  accord- 
ing to  reports  of  the  Managers  aud  Superintendent,  upwards  oi 
one  hundred  patients  in  excess  of  the  proper  number,  yet  a 
general  state  of  good  health  exists,  and  a  generally  tranquil  and 
comfortable  state  of  the  inmates  is  apparent  throughout. 

Your  Committee  also  directed  their  attention  to  the  new 
buildings  in  course  of  erection,  and  found  that  they  have  all 
been  enclosed,  and  that  considerable  progress  has  been  made  in 
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the  work  of  interior  finish  in  certain  sections,  giving  good  hope 
that  at  no  very  distant  day  additional  apartments  will  be  ready 
for  use.  The  work  on  the  new  structure  has  apparently  been 
done  in  a  substantial  manner,  with  no  needless  ornament  or  ex- 
penditure, and  will  prove  a  most  valuable  addition  to  the 
character  and  extent  of  the  institution. 

The  Managers  report  that  of  the  one  hundred  thousand  dollars 
($100,000)  appropriated  by  the  Legislature  for  this  work,  seventy- 
nine  thousand  ($79,000)  has  been  expended,  and  that  twenty-one 
thousand  ($21,000)  remmnB,  which  sum,  it  is  hoped  and  expected, 
will  nearly  if  not  fully  cover  the  expense  of  finishing  the  build- 
ing proper. 

They  also  estimate  that  to  procure  the  necessary  furniture  and 
fixtures  for  the  buildings  that  are  to  receive  two  hundred  patients 
and  their  attendants,  grade  the  grounds,  provide  drainage,  erect 
fences,  and  make  other  needed  improvements  to  place  the  estab- 
lishment in  foil  and  proper  working  order,  in  its  enlarged  form, 
that  the  further  sum  of  thirty-five  thousand  dollars  ($35,000)  will 
be  required.  The  appropriation  of  this  sum,  for  the  objects 
named,  we  recommend  to  be  made. 

In  consideration  of  the  increased  capacity  of  the  building  to 
receive  patients,  from  three  hundred  to  five  hundred,  and  the 
consequent  increase  in  the  duties  of  supervision,  &o.,  the  mana- 
gers propose  the  addition  of  another  officer  to  the  medical  staff 
of  the  institution.  As  this  is  no  doubt  a  just  view  of  the  neces- 
sities of  the  case,  we  recommend  that  the  office  of  second  Assist- 
ant Physician  be  created  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature,  and  that 
the  standing  appropriation  for  salaries  for  resident  officers  and 
Treasurer,  be  increased  from  five  to  eight  thousand  dollars. 

During  the  past  year  an  improved  method  for  lighting  the 
house  has  been  adopted,  whereby  a  saving  in  the  expense  of 
manufacturing  gas  by  the  heat  process,  amounting  to  eight  hun- 
dred dollars  per  annum  is  effected.  The  expenditure  for  this 
improvement,  (the  money  for  which,  by  consent  of  the  managers, 
was  advanced  oy  the  Superintendent),  was  two  thousand  dollars 
($2,000),  and  we  recommend  that  this  amount  be  reimbursed  by 
an  appropriation  from  the  State  treasury. 

Through  reference  to  the  report  of  the  Superintendent,  and 
oar  observation  in  visiting  the  premises,  your  Committee  find 
that  the  public  entrance  to  the  building  has  never  been  properly 
enclosed,  and  that  a  gate  lodge  and  gate  is  much  needed  to 
secure  the  privacy  of  the  establishment  at  all  times.  For  this 
purpose,  and  to  complete  the  new  entrance  road,  rendered  neces* 
sary  by  extension  of  buildings  in  that  direction,  an  appropria- 
tion of  two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000)  is  recommended. 
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In  the  report  of  the  managers  your  Committee  find  a  recom- 
mendation that,  in  consideration  of  the  extra  services  of  the 
Superintendent,  as  one  of  the  Commissioners  for  extending  the 
building,  that  he  receive  extra  compensation  for  such  service. 
We  would  state,  however,  that  while  we  perceive  the  justice  of 
such  recommendation  for  extra  compensation,  jet  we  are  author- 
ized by  the  Superintendent  to  state  that  he  does  not  desire  it, 
and  would  prefer  that  it  should  not  be  offered. 

In  these  circumstances,  your  Committee  would  suggest  to  the 
Board  of  Managers,  that  such  liberal  increase  be  made  in  the 
annual  salary  of  this  officer,  as  to  meet  the  obligation  of  the 
State  to  him  for  increasing  and  extra  services  required  by  the 
institution  in  its  enlarged  form. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  take  pleasure  in  expressing 
their  confidence  in  the  medical,  moral  and  financial  management 
of  the  institution,  and  beg  to  commend  this  greatest  and  best  of 
our  State  charities,  to  the  confidence  and  liberality  of  the 
Legislature  and  people  of  the  commonwealth. 

We  herewith  submit  a  bill  embracing  appropriations'  for  the 
objects  before  mentioned,  viz :  for  furnishing,  fitting,  Ac.,  Ac, 
new  buildings,  thirty-five  thousand  dollars  ($35,000) ;  for  increas- 
ing appropriation  for  salaries  for  resident  officers  and  treasurer, 
three  thousand  dollars  ($3,000);  for  «  Solar  Gas  Machine  "  for 
lighting  building,  two  thousand  ($2,000),  and  for  gate  houBe, 
gate  and  entrance  road  to  building,  two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000). 
and  recommend  the  passage  of  the  same.

Sir  : — In  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  my  office  I  have 
been  investigating  under  what  authority  three  Commissioners  of 
Deeds  have  been  appointed  and  commissioned  for  the  several 
wards  of  incorporated  cities. 

I  have  not  been  able  to  find  an  v  general  law  applying  to  the 
subject;  and  in  the  charters  of  cities,  which  I  have  examined, 
there  does  not  seem  to  be  any  such  right  conferred.  It  is  pos- 
sible that  some  supplement  may  confer  it,  but  nonesuch  has  been 
brought  to  my  notice. 

I  have  consulted  the  Hon.  John  T.  Nixon  on  the  subject,  who,

from  his  careful  examination  of  the  statutes  with  reference  to  the 
Digest,  may  be  considered  the  best  authority,  and  I  subjoin  his 
letter  on  the  subject. 

The  importance  of  the  question  will  be  at  once  felt  when  we 
consider  that  the  legality  of  these  commissions,  and  all  the  acta 
performed  under  them,  is  at  issue.  Property  to  an  incalculable 
value  is  affected  by  it  in  our  cities,  and  the  law  ought  to  be  clearly 
ascertained. 

The  issuing  and  recording  of  commissions  devolves  on  this  of- 
fice, and  I  am  desirous  to  have  its  business  conducted  with  entire 
correctness. 

Should  the  matter  be  referred  by  the  Senate  to  the  Judiciary 
Committee,  they  could  decide  the  question,  and,  if  necessary,  ap- 
ply the  remedy.

Enclosed  in  this  communication  was  the  following : 

My  Dear  Sir: — Absence  has  prevented  an  earlier  attention 
to  your  letter  of  February  16th. 

It  is  exceedingly  questionable,  whether  under  the  general 
laws  of  this  State,  there  is  any  authority  for  the  Legislature  to 
appoint  Commissioners  for  the  acknowledgment  and  proof  of 
Deeds  in  the  wards  of  incorporated  cities,  I  can  find  no  law  at 
least  that  directly  authorizes  it  to  be  done. 

The  history  of  the  Legislation  on  this  subject  seems  to  be 
this:  In  1820  an  act  was  passed  authorizing  the  Legislature  in 
Joint  Meeting  to  appoint  for  each  of  the  counties  of  this  State, 
commissioners,  &c,  limiting  the  number  to  two  for  each 
township. 

This  act  was  re-enacted  in  the  same  words,  in  the  revision  of 
the  Laws  in  1846,  and  is  printed  in  Nixon's  Digest — pages  139- 
40 — sections  48,  49,  50,  <kc. 

In  1848,  the  provisions  of  this  act  were  extended  to  the  city 
of  Newark,  authorizing  three  Commissioners  to  be  appointed  in 
each  Ward. 

In  1850,  an  act  was  passed  (see  pamphlet  laws — page  32,)  au- 
thorizing the  appointment  of  three  Commissioners  in  each  town- 
ship of  this  State. 

This  is  all  that  I  can  find  upon  the  subject.  I  have  not  of 
course  examined  the  charters  of  the  different  cities,  or  the  sup- 
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plements  thereto,  which  may  authorize  the  appointment  of  Com. 
missioners. 

If  there  is  any  general  law,  including  the  appointment  of 
Commissioners  in  Wards,  I  have  failed  to  find  it. 

It  only  remains  to  ascertain  whether  the  term  «  Township/  as 
tised  in  the  act  of  1820,  and  the  supplement  of  1850,  necessarily, 
or  by  proper  implication,  can  be  held  to  include  *  Ward.1 

That  these  are  not  convertable  terms,  I  think  may  be  safely 
assumed  from  the  fact  that  the  Legislature  in  their  legislation 
heretofore  have  not  so  regarded  them. 

For  instance,  the  act  of  1848,  extending  the  law  to  the  wards 
of  Newark,  would  have  been  entirely  superfluous  under  such  a 
construction,  and  the  same  remark  would  apply  to  the  twelfth 
section  of  the  act  making  provision  for  ascertaining  the  bound*, 
ries  of  counties  and  townships  (see  Nixon's  Digest,  p.  158,  sec 
12)  if  it  was  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  that  law  to  provide 
that  the  term  township  should  be  construed  to  comprehend 
"  ward,  &c.v — the  inference  is  very  strong,  that  it  is  necessary 
to  do  the  same  thing  for  the  purposes  of  the  law  under  consid- 
eration. 

1  would  therefore  suggest  if  it  should  be  found  upon  further 
inquiry  and  examination,  that  no  such  law  exists,  that  one  be 
introduced  extending  the  provisions  of  the  act  to  the  wards  of 
all  incorporated  cities,  boroughs,  &c,  and  that  all  the  acts  of  all 
Commissioners  heretofore  appointed,  be  made  valid  and  effec- 
tual.

The  work  on  which  the 
Agricultural  Society  have  spent  the  first  $1000,  is  published  by 
Dr.  Trimble,  of  Newark,  and  is  a  work,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
officers  of  the  society,  of  great  merit,  and  calculated,  in  their 
judgment,  to  aid  materially  in  the  destruction  of  these  peculiar 
kinds  of  insects  which  destroy  fruit  and  grain;  this  money 
already  spent,  as  also  the  balance  to  be  expended,  is  used  en- 
tirely to  circulate  the  work,  through  the  aid  of  other  societies  in 
the  several  counties,  at  a  cheap  rate,  and  no  part  is,  or  will  be 
used,  to  publish  the  work ;  and  in  the  opinion  of  the  committer 
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who  had  an  opportunity  of  examining  the  style  of  the  present 
volume,  as  also  the  plates,  <fcc.,  of  the  next  volume,  that  no  work 
could  be  published  on  any  subject  of  so  much  importance  to  the 
State  of  New  Jersey,  as  one  on  this  very  matter  of  the  destruc- 
tion of  our  fine  fruits  by  insects,  and  the  matter  of  $3000  is  of 
small  consideration  for  the  State  to  pay  if  the  work  does  half 
what  its  author  and  his  friends  claim  for  it  Another  matter  in 
connection  with  this  is,  that  the  State  has  entered  into  a  contract 
with  the  Agricultural  Society  to  furnish  them  $1000  a  year,  for 
three  years,  and  the  officers  have  made  their  arrangements  to 
expend  that  sum  in  disseminating  useful  information  with  regard 
to  the  destruction  of  fruits  and  grains  in  this  State,  and  we  think 
it  would  be  hardly  honorable  now  to  stop  the  appropriation  and 
leave  the  Society  to  incur  all  the  expenses  which  they  have 
entered  into  on  the  faith  of  our  contract  with  them,  and  so  the 
committee  are  unanimous  in  recommending  that  the  State  do 
fulfil  her  contract  as  made  to  the  State  Agricultural  Society,  and 
pay  to  them  the  balance  of  $2000,  as  stipulated  in  the  bill.

That  they  have  inquired  into  the  matter  of  the  appropriation 
mentioned  in  the  resolution,  and  in  their  judgment  it  is  inexpe- 
dient to  repeal  said  appropriation.    The  work  on  which  the 
Agricultural  Society  have  spent  the  first  $1,000,  is  published  by 
Dr.  Trimble,  of  Newark,  and  is  a  work,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
officer^  of  the  Society,  of  great  merit,  and  calculated,  in  their 
judgment,  to  aid  materially  in  the  destruction  of  those  peculiar 
kinds  of  insects  which  destroy  fruit  and  grain.    The  money 
already  spent,  as  also  the  balance  to  be  expended,  is  used  en- 
tirely to  circulate  the  work,  through  the  aid  of  other  societies  in 
the  several  counties,  at  a  cheap  rate,  and  no  part  is,  or  will  be 
used  to  publish  the  work;  and  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee, 
who  had  an  opportunity  of  examining  the  style  of  the  present  % 
volume,  as  also  the  plates,  etc.,  of  the  next  volume,  no  work  could 
be  published  on  any  subject  of  so  much  impoitance  to  the  State 
of  New  Jersey,  as  one  on  this  very  matter  of  the  destruction  of 
our  fine  fruits  by  insects;  and  the  matter  of  $3,000  is  of  small 
consideration  for  the  State  to  pay,  if  the  work  does  half  what 
its  author  and  his  friends  claim  for  it    Another  matter  in  con- 
nection  with  this  is,  that  the  State  has  entered  into  a  contract 
with  the  Agricultural  Society  to  fiirnish  them  $1,000  a  year,  for 
three  years,  and  the  officers  have  made  their  arrangements  to 
expend  that  sum  in  disseminating  useful  information  with  regard 
to  the  destruction  of  fruits  and  grains  in  this  State,  and  we  think 
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it  would  be  hardly  honorable  now  to  stop  the  appropriation  and 
leave  the  society  to  incur  all  the  expenses  which  they  have  en* 
tered  into  on  the  faith  of  our  contract  with  them ;  and  so  the 
committee  are  unanimous  in  recommending  that  the  State  do 
fulfil  her  contract  as  made  with  the  State  Agricultural  Society, 
and  pay  them  the  balance  of  $2,000,  as  stipulated  in  the  bill,

AFTERNOON  SESSION. 


Mr.  Cobb,  from  the  Select  Committee,  presented  the  following 
report: 

The  Select  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  message  this 
day  received  from  the  House  of  Assembly  relative  to  the  im- 
peachment of  Peter  N.  Horsley  report  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  House  of  Assembly  has  this  day,  by  two  of 
their  members,  Messrs.  Stansbury  and  Nixon,  at  the  bar  of  the 
Senate,  impeached  Peter  N.  Horsley,  a  Justice  of  the  Peace 
in  and  for  the  county  of  Hudson,  of  high  misdemeanors  in 
office,  and  acquainted  the  Senate  that  the  House  of  Assembly 
will,  in  due  time,  exhibit  particular  articles  of  impeachment 
against  him,  and  make  good  the  same ;  and  likewise  demanded 
that  the  Senate  take  order  for  the  appearance  of  Peter  N. 
Horsley  to  answer  the  said  impeachment ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Senate  will  take  proper  order  thereon,  .of 
which  due  notice  will  be  given  to  the  House  of  Assembly.

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Assembly,  by  the 
hands  of  their  Clerk,  that  the  House  of  Assembly  had  appointed 
Messrs.  Enos  W.  Runyon,  0.  D.  Falkenbury  and  Cornelius 
Christie  managers  to  conduct  the  impeachment  against  Peter  N. 
Horsley  at  the  bar  of  the  Senate. 
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And  that  the  House  of  Assembly  has  also  adopted  the  follow- 
ing: 

Resolved,  That  the  articles  agreed  to  by  this  House  to  be  ex- 
hibited in  the  name  of  themselves  and  of  all  the  people  of  the 
State  of  New  Jersey,  against  Peter  N.  Horsley,  in  maintenance 
of  their  impeachment  against  him  for  high  misdemeanors  in 
office,  be  carried  to  the  Senate  by  the  managers  appointed  to 
conduct  said  impeachment,  and  that  the  Clerk  of  the  House  be 
directed  to  inform  the  Senate  thereof. 


AFTERNOON  SESSION. 


Mr.  Cobb,  from  the  Special  Committee  on  Impeachment,  re- 
ported the  following : 

Resolved,  That  at  twelve  o'clock  to-morrow  the  Senate  will 
resolve  itself  into  a  Court  of  Impeachment,  at  which  time  the 
following  oath  shall  be  administered  by  the  clerk  of  the  court 
to  the  president  and  members  of  the  Senate : 

I  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm  as  the  case  may  be)  that  in  all 
things  appertaining  to  the  trial  of  the  impeachment  of  Peter  N. 
Horsley,  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  and  for  the  county  of  Hudson, 
I  will  truly  and  impartially  try  and  determine  the  charge  in 
question  according  to  evidence,  and  do  impartial  justice  accord- 
ing to  law. 

Which  Court  of  Impeachment  being  thus  formed  will,  at  the 
time  aforesaid,  receive  tlye  Managers  appointed  by  the  House  of 
Assembly  to  exhibit  articles  of  impeachment  in  the  name  of 
themselves  and  of  all  the  people  of  the  State  against  Peter  N. 
Horsley,  Justice  of  the  Peace,  in  and  for  the  county  of  Hudson, 
pursuant  to  notice  given  to  the  Senate  this  day  by  the  House  of 
Assembly,  that  they  had  appointed  managers  for  the  purposes 
aforesaid. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate  lay  this  resolution 
before  the  House  of  Assembly. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Robins,  the  report  and  resolutions  were 
adopted,  and  under  the  direction  of  the  President  the  Secretary 
carried  the  resolution  to  the  House  of  Assembly  and  informed 
them  that  it  had  been  adopted  by  the  Senate. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Cobb,  it  was 
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Resolved,  That  after  the  Managers  of  the  Impeachment  shall 
be  introduced  to  the  bar  of  the  Senate,  and  shall  have  signified 
that  they  are  ready  to  exhibit  articles  of  impeachment  against 
Peter  N.  Horsley,  Justice  of  the  Peace,  in  and  for  the  county 
of  Hudson,  the  President  of  the  Senate  shall  direct  the  Sergeant- 
at-Arms  to  make  proclamation,  who  shall,  after  making  procla- 
mation, repeat  the  following  words : 

"All  persons  are  commanded  to  keep  silence,  under  pain  of 
imprisonment,  while  the  grand  inquest  of  the  State  is  exhibiting 
to  the  Senate  of  the  State,  articles  of  impeachment  against  Peter 
N.  Horsley,  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  and  for  the  county  of  Hud- 
son." 

After  which  the  articles  shall  be  exhibited  and  read,  and  then 
the  President  of  the  Senate  shall  inform  the  Managers  that  the 
Senate  will  take  proper  order  on  the  subject  of  impeachment, 
of  which  due  notice  will  be  given  to  the  House  of  Assembly.

Mr.  Cobb,  from  the  Special  Committee,  reported  rules  of  pro- 
ceedings in  the  Senate  in  cases  of  Impeachment,  which  were 
read : 

RULES  OF  PROCEEDINGS  IN  CASES  OF  IMPEACHMENT. 

1.  Whenever  the  Senate  shall  receive  notice  from  the  House 
of  Assembly  of  the  impeachment  of  any  person,  the  Senate  will 
inform  the  House  of  Assembly  that  it  will  take  proper  order 
thereon,  of  which  due  notice  will  be  given. 

2.  Whenever  the  Senate  shall  receive  notice  from  the  House 
of  Assembly  that  managers  are  appointed  on  their  part  to  con- 
duct the  said  impeachment,  and  are  directed  to  carry  such  arti- 
cles to  the  Senate,  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate  shall  be  directed 
to  inform  the  House  that  the  Senate  will  be  ready  at  a  certain 
time  to  receive  the  managers,  for  the  purpose  of  exhibiting  such 
articles  of  impeachment,  agreeably  to  said  notice. 

3.  When  the  Senate  shall  resolve  itself  into  a  high  court  of 
impeachment,  the  clerk  thereof  shall  administer  an  oath  to  the 
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President  of  the  Senate  and  the  members  thereof,  that  in  all 
things  appertaining  to  the  trial  they  will  truly  and  impartially 
try  and  determine  the  charge  in  question,  according  to  evidence, 
and  do  impartial  justice  according  to  law;  and  when  the  mana- 
gers of  an  impeachment  shall  be  introduced  to  the  bar  of  the 
Senate,  and  shall  signify  that  they  are  ready  to  exhibit  articles 
of  impeachment  against  any  person,  the  President  of  the  Senate 
shall  direct  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  to  make  proclamation,  after 
which  the  articles  shall  be  exhibited  and  read  by  the  managers, 
and  then  the  President  of  the  Senate  shall  inform  the  managers 
that  the  Senate  will  take  proper  order  on  the  subject  of  impeach- 
ment, of  which  due  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  House  of  As- 
sembly. 

4.  The  Senate  shall  direct  a  summons  to  issue  in  the  usual 
form,  directed  to  the  person  impeached,  to  answer  certain  arti- 
cles of  impeachment  exhibited  against  him  by  the  House  of 
Assembly,  with  the  time  and  place  of  the  return  of  said  summons, 
and  the  officer  by  whom  it  is  to  be  served,  notice  of  which  shall 
be  given  to  the  House  of  Assembly. 

5.  Subpoenas  shall  be  issued  by  the  clerk  of  the  court,  upon 
the  application  of  the  managers  of  the  impeachment,  or  of  the 
party  impeached,  or  of  his  counsel,  directed  to  the  Sergeant-at- 
Arms,  or  such  other  person  as  he  shall  specially  appoint  for  that 
purpose. 

6.  The  President  of  the  Senate  shall  direct  all  necessary  pre- 
parations in  the  Senate  Chamber,  and  all  the  forms  of  proceeding 
while  the  Senate  are  sitting  for  the  purpose  of  trying  an  impeach- 
ment, and  all  forms  during  the  trial  not  otherwise  specially  pro- 
vided for  by  the  Senate. 

7.  At  twelve  o'clock  on  the  day  appointed  for  the  return  of 
the  summons  against  the  person  impeached,  the  legislative  and 
executive  business  of  the  Senate  shall  be  suspended,  and  the 
clerk  shall  administer  an  oath  to  the  returning  officer  as  to  the 
truth  of  the  return  and  service,  which  oath  shall  be  entered  at 
large  on  the  records. 

8.  The  person  impeached  shall  then  be  called  to  appear  and 
answer  the  articles  of  impeachment  against  him ;  if  he  appears, 
or  any  person  for  him,  the  appearance  shall  be  recorded,  stating 
particularly  if  by  himself  or  by  agent  or  attorney,  naming  the 
person  appearing,  and  the  capacity  in  which  he  appears ;  if  he 
does  not  appear,  either  personally  or  by  agent  or  attorney,  the 
same  shall  be  recorded. 

9.  On  the  day  and  hour  appointed  for  the  trial  of  the  impeach- 
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ment,  the  clerk  shall  give  notice  to  the  House  of  Assembly  that 
the  Senate  is  ready  to  proceed  upon  the  impeachment  in  the 
Senate  Chamber. 

10.  Counsel  for  the  parties  shall  be  admitted  to  appear  and 
be  heard  upon  an  impeachment. 

11.  All  motions  made  by  the  parties  or  their  counsel  shall  be 
addressed  to  the  President  of  the  Senate,  and  if  he  shall  require 
it,  shall  be  committed  to  writing  and  read  at  the  Clerk's  table; 
and  all  decisions  shall  be  had  by  ayes  and  noes,  and  without 
debate,  which  shall  be  entered  on  the  record. 

12.  Witnesses  shall  be  sworn  by  the  Clerk,  examined  by  the 
party  producing  them,  and  then  cross-examined  in  the  usual 
form. 

13.  If  a  Senator  wishes  a  question  to  be  put  to  a  witness,  it 
shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  put  by  the  President 

14.  At  all  times  when  the  Senate  is  sitting  upon  the  trial  of 
an  impeachment,  the  doors  of  the  Senate  Chamber  shall  be  kept 
open. 

15.  The  President  of  the  Senate  will  act  as  President  of  the 
Court  of  Impeachment. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Richey,  they  were  adopted. 


THURSDAY,  March  7, 1867. 

At  the  hour  of  twelve  the  Senate  resolved  itself  into  a  High 
Court  of  Impeachment,  and  the  Secretary  of  State,  as  Clerk 
thereof,  administered  the  prescribed  oath  to  the  President  of  the 
Senate,  Benjamin  Buckley,  and  afterwards  to  the  following  Sen- 
ators:

George  D.  Horner,  George  M.  Wright, 

Joseph  S.  Martin,  Woodward  Warrick. 
Henry  S.  Little, 

The  President  of  the  Senate  and  High  Court  of  Impeachment 
directed  the  Clerk  to  inform  the  House  of  Assembly  that  they 
were  ready  to  receive  the  Managers  appointed  to  conduct  the 
Impeachment  against  Peter  N.  Horsley. 

The  Managers  on  the  part  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  viz : 
Messrs.  Runyon,  Falkenbury  and  Christie,  appeared  and  were 
admitted ;  and  Mr.  Runyon,  their  Chairman,  having  announced 
that  they  were  the  Managers,  instructed  by  the  House  of  Assem- 
bly to  exhibit  certain  articles  of  impeachment  against  Peter  N. 
Horsley,  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  and  for  the  county  of  Hudson, 

They  were  requested  by  the  President  to  take  seats  assigned 
them  within  the  bar,  and  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  was  directed  to 
make  proclamation,  in  the  words  following : 

■"Oyez!  Oyez!  Oyez!  All  persons  are  commanded  to  keep 
silence,  on  pain  of  imprisonment,  while  the  grand  inquest  of  the 
State  is  exhibiting  to  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey  ar- 
ticles of  impeachment  against  Peter  N.  Horsley,  a  Justice  of  the 
Peace  in  and  for  the  County  of  Hudson." 

After  which  the  Managers  rose,  and  Mr.  Runyon,  their  Chair- 
man,  read  the  following  articles: 

•Articles  of  impeachment  exhibited  by  the  House  of  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  New  Jersey,. in  the  name  of  themselves  and  of  all 
the  people  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  against  Peter  N.  Hors- 
ley, a  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  and  for  the  county  of  Hudson,  in 
said  State,  in  maintenance  and  support  of  their  impeachment 
against  him  for  high  misdemeanors  in  office* 

That  Charles  H.  Scott,  of  the  county  of  Hudson,  aforesaid,  on 
and  before  the  16th  of  June,  1866,  was  and  had  been  a  tenant 
of  certain  premises  under  Asa  H.  Leonard ;  that  prior  to  said 
June  16th,  said  Leonard  brought  an  action  before  Samuel  M. 
Chambers,  Esq.,  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  Jersey  City,  to  remove 
said  Scott  from  said  premises,  under  what  is  known  as  the  land- 
lord and  tenant  act ;  that  said  cause  was  tried  before  said  Cham- 
bers and  a  jury;  that  said  jury  disagreed;  that  subsequently, 
said  Leonard  had  a  summons  to  said  Scott  in  precisely  the  same 
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case,  issued  by  said  Peter  N.  Horsley,  another  jdstice  in  Jersey 
City,  which  summons  was  returnable  at  nine  o'clock  A.  M.  of 
said  June  16,  1866;  that  said  Scott  accompanied  by  a  friend, 
and  by  Jonathan  Dixon,  Jr.,  his  counsel,  went  to  the  office  of 
said  Horsley,  where  said  summons  was  returnable,  on  said  June 
16,  1866,  and  arrived  there  about  five  or  ten  minutes  before  nine 
o'clock  A.  M.,  for  the  purpose  of  examining  the  papers,  and  de- 
manding a  jury  trial ;  that  on  arrival,  said  Scott's  counsel  asked 
to  see  the  papers  in  the  case,  when  said  Horsley  said  that  said 
Scott  and  his  counsel  had  better  go  home,  that  they  were  too 
late,  and  that  the  case  was  decided,  but  he  refused  to  say  how  it 
was  decided,  or  to  show  said  counsel  either  the  papers  or  his 
docket;  said  counsel  then  looked  at  his  watch,  and  told  said 
Horsley  that  it  was  not  yet  nine  o'clock,  and  that  he  had  no 
right  to  try  the  cause  before  that  hour,  when  Horsley  pointed  to 
his  clock  in  his  office  and  said,  that  was  the  time  he  went  by; 
the  said  clock  showed  9:40;  said  Scott  then  looked  at  his 
watch,  and  found  by  that,  that  it  wanted  about  five  minutes  of 
nine,  and  afterwards,  in  the  presence  and  hearing  of  said 
Horsley,  said  Scott  and  said  Dixon  compared  their  watches 
with  those  of  constable  Onslow,  William  A.  Lewis,  Esq,  and 
others,  and  found  their  time  to  be  correct,  and  that  of  Hoi-sky's 
clock  to  be  about  forty-five  minutes  too  fast.  That  said  Scott 
and  said  Dixon  then  expressed  their  determination  to  remain  in 
the  court  room  or  office  till  9  J  o'clock,  so  as  to  cover  the  time 
usually  allotted  for  the  appearance  of  parties,  to  see  whether 
any  trial  was  had  in  said  ca6C  at  the  time  named  in  the  summons; 
and  while  said  Scott  and  his  counsel  were  so  awaiting  9  J  o'clock, 
the  said  Horsley  ordered  said  Scott  and  his  said  counsel  to  leave  the 
room  and  go  home,  and  upon  said  Dixon's  refusing  so  to  do, 
unless  he  saw  the  papers  and  docket,  said  Horsley  threatened  to 
commit  said  Dixon  for  contempt,  and  actually  drew  out  a  com- 
mitment of  said  Dixon  for  that  purpose,  and  directed  said  con- 
stable Onslow  then  present  to  execute  the  same,  which  said 
constable  then  and  there  refused  to  do ;  said  Horsley  then  told 
a  bystander  that  he  appointed  him  a  special  constable,  and  di- 
rected him  to  execute  said  process,  but  said  bystander  refused 
to  do  so.  That  said  Scott  and  said  Dixon  remained  in  said  room 
till  about  nine  and  a  half  o'clock  A.  M.,  and  then  left,  said  Dixon, 
telling  said  Horsley  that  if  he  had  rendered  a  judgment  in  said 
cause  against  said  Scott  and  attempted  to  enforce  it,  he  would 
do  so  at  his  peril. 

That  while  said  Scott  and  Dixon  so  remained  in  the  effice  of 
said  Horsley,  no  other  person  appeared  there  in  said  cause,  nor 
were  any  papers  drawn  or  proceedings  had  thereon  :  but  as  soon 
as  said  Scott  came  down  town,  he  learned  that  a  warrant  for 
ejecting  him  from  said  premises  was  in  the  hands  of  a  constable, 
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and  subsequently  was  told  that  the  same  was  issued  about  8  J 
o'clock,  A.  M.,  and  said  Scott  by  great  exertion,  and  considera- 
ble expense,  was  only  able  to  prevent  the  execution  of  said  pro- 
cess of  ejectment,  until  a  certiorari  and  supersedeas  could  be 
obtained,  whereby  the  cause  was  removed  to  the  Supreme 
Court. 

And  the  said  Peter  N.  Horsley,  Justice  of  the  Peace  afore- 
said, unmindful  of  the  solemn  duties  of  his  station,  and  that  he 
held  the  same  by  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey 
during  good  behavior  oaiy,  with  intent  wrongfully  and  unjustly 
to  oppress  and  otherwise  injure  the  said  Charles  H.  Scott,  under 
color  of  law,  did,  as  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  and  for  the  county 
of  Hudson,  wilfully  and  corruptly,  and  in  violation  of  the  duties 
of  his  office  as  such  Justice,  and  in  violation  of  the  constitution 
and  laws  of  this  State,  deny  the  due  administration  of  justice  to 
the  said  Charles  H.  Scott,  in  his  endeavor  to  forcibly  deprive  him 
of  the  rights  vested  in  him  under  said  laws  and  constitution,  by 
hearing  and  determining,  under  color  of  his  said  office  as  Jus- 
tice, a  case  in  which  said  Charles  H.  Scott  was  defendant,  and 
rendering  judgment  and  awarding  process  of  execution  thereon 
against  said  Charles  H.  Scott,  without  warrant  of  law,  and 
without  giving  him  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  in  self  defence. 

And  the  House  of  Assembly,  by  protestation,  saving  to  them- 
selves the  liberty  of  exhibiting,  at  any  time  hereafter,  any  further 
articles,  or  other  accusation  or  impeachment  against  the  said 
Peter  N.  Horsley,  and  also  of  replying  to  his  answers  wltich  he 
should  make  unto  the  articles  herein  preferred  against  him,  and 
of  offering  proof  to  the  same,  and  every  part  thereof,  and  to  all 
and  every  other  articles,  accusation  or  impeachment,  which  shall 
be  exhibited  by  them  as  the  case  shall  require,  do  demand  that 
the  said  Peter  N.  Horsley  may  be  put  to  answer  the  high  mis- 
demeanors in  office  herein  charged  against  him,  and  that  such 
proceedings,  examinations,  trials  and  judgments,  may  be  there- 
upon had  and  given,  as  may  be  agreeable  to  law  and  justice.

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Articles  of  Impeachment  exhibited  by  the  House  of  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  New  Jersey,  in  the  name  of  themselves  and  of  oil 
the  people  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  against  Peter  JV*.  Em- 
ley  of  Jersey  City,  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  of  the  county  of 
Hudson,  in  maintenance  and  support  of  their  impeachment 
against  him  for  high  misdemeanors  in  office,  and  for  bringing 
disgrace  and  reproach  upon  the  office  of  Justice  of  the  Peace, 
and  contempt  upon  the  administration  of  the  law  as  established 
in  this  State. 

For  that,  to  wit :  The  said  Peter  N.  Horsley  did  in  the  Spring 
of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-six,  take,  in  his  capacity  of  col- 
lector of  accounts  and  rents,  a  claim  from  James  W.  McKay  and 
Cornelius  D.  Wyncoop,  against  Amos  M.  Atwell  of  Jersey  City, 
for  collection,  thereby  becoming  an  agent  of  said  McKay  and 
Wyncoop  for  the  collection  of  said  claim ;  that  said  Horsley 
brought  an  action  against  said  Atwell,  before  one  William  Allen, 
for  the  collection  of  said  claim  of  McKay  and  Wyncoop,  that 
on  the  trial  of  said  cause  before  said  Allen,  the  said  Horsley  ap- 
peared for  *the  plaintiffs,  and  prosecuted  the  suit,  and  the  said 
Atwell  appeared  by  counsel,  and  that  the  plaintiffs  were  non- 
suited for  irregularities  in  the  proceedings. 

That  at  about  the  time  said  cause  was  dismissed  by  said  Allen, 
the  said  Peter  N.  Horsley  obtained  a  commission  of  Justice  of 
the  Peace  of  the  county  of  Hudson,  and  that  he  did,  on  or  about 
the  13th  day  of  July,  1866,  issue  a  summons  out  of  his  court, 
against  the  said  Atwell,  in  favor  of  the  said  McKay  and  Wyn- 
coop, for  the  same  cause  of  action  sued  before  the  said  Allen; 
that  the  defendant  appeared  before  said  justice,  and  demanded 
that  the  suit  should  be  dismissed,  as  he  was  the  agent  of  the 
plaintiffs,  he  could  not  sit  and  impartially  try  said  cause; 
but  thp  said  Justice  refused  to  dismiss  said  cause  upon  that 
ground,  and  adjourned  the  cause  to  the  second  day  of  August, 
at  nine  o'clock  A.  M.,  at  which  time  the  defendant,  by  his  coun- 
sel, appeared,  and  the  plaintiffs  failed  to  appear  or  show  cause 
why  they  did  not  appear;  the  defendant  moved  that  the  plain- 
tiffs be  non-suited,  as  the  summons  was  issued  against  Amos  At- 
well, and  the  state  of  demand  was  filed  against  Amos  M.  Atwell, 
but  the  Justice  refused  to  grant  such  motion,  and  the  plaintiff's 
counsel  requested  the  justice  to  enter  said  motion,  and  the  re- 
fusal to  grant  the  same  in  his  docket,  which  the  Justice  failed  to 
do ;  the  plaintiffs  not  appearing,  the  defendant's  counsel  waited 
in  the  court  until  the  time  had  expired  for  the  parties  to  appear, 
and  he  then  moved  the  said  Justice  to  dismiss  the  suit  for  want 
of  prosecution,  which  the  Justice  refused  to  do,  and  stated  that. 
he  would  adjourn  the  cause  for  his  own  convenience,  until  the 
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16th  day  of  August,  then  instant;  the  counsel  for  the  defendant 
protested  against  said  adjournment,  and  stated  to  the  court,  that 
the  court  could  not,  upon  its  own  motion,  adjourn  the  cause,  and 
that  he  must  dismiss  the  same;  but  the  court  adjourned  the 
cause,  and  refused  to  enter  the  motion  to  dismiss  the  cause  on  his 
docket.  On  the  16th  of  August,  the  parties  appeared  for  trial; 
the  defendant,  by  his  counsel,  again  moved  that  the  Justice  dis- 
miss the  cause,  as  he  was  the  agent  of  the  plaintiffs,  which  was 
refused,  and  again  renewed  his  motion  to  nonsuit  the  plaintiffs, 
because  the  name  of  the  defendant  in  the  state  of  demand  did  not 
correspond  with  the  name  of  the  defendant  in  the  summons, 
which  motion  was  again  overruled,  and  none  of  said  motions 
were  entered  on  the  Justice's  docket,  although  he  was  requested 
to  make  such  entry.  The  said  Justice  proceeded  to  try  the 
cause,  and  before  the  defendant's  counsel  had  concluded  the 
cross-examination  of  the  plaintiff's  witness,  the  Justice  gave 
judgment  for  the  plaintiffs. 

That  the  defendant  demanded  an  appeal,  arid  that  when  the 
appeal  papers  were  sent  up,  the  middle  letter  in  the  defendant's 
name  in  the  state  of  demand  had  been  stricken  out  by  said.  Jus- 
tice, so  as  to  make  it  correspond  with  the  defendant's  name  in 
the  summons. 

That  said  Peter  N.  Horsley  is  a  man  of  low  repute,  and  brings 
disgrace  upon  the  office  of  Justice  of  the  Peace ;  that  about  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  the  said  Peter  N.  Horsley 
was  indicted  by  the  Grand  Jury  of  Hudson  county,  for  a  misde- 
meanor in  office  as  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  and  tried  and  con- 
victed; and  at  the  January  term  of  the  court  in  Hudson  county, 
the  Grand  Jury  of  Hudson  county  presented  said  Peter  N. 
Horsley,  for  disreputable  practices  as  a  Justice  of  the  Peace, 
and  bringing  disgrace  upon  the  Judiciary  of  the  State. 

And  the  said  Peter  N.  Horsley,  Justice  of  the  Peace  aforesaid, 
unmindful  of  the  solemn  duties  of  his  station,  and  that  he  held 
the  Bame  by  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  during 
good  behavior  only,  with  intention  wrongfully  and  unjustly  to 
oppress,  annoy  and  injure  the  said  Amos  M.  Atwell,  under  cover 
of  law,  did  as  such  Justice  of  the  Peace,  perform  and  commit 
the  acts  hereinbefore  set  forth  and  complained  of;  and  the  said 
Peter  N.  Horsley  did  so  act  as  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  as  to 
bring  contempt  upon  the  administration  of  the  law  in  the  State 
of  New  Jersey,  and  disgrace  and  dishonor  upon  the  office  of 
Justice  of  the  Peace  as  established  under  the  Constitution  and 
Laws  of  New  Jersey. 

And  the  House  of  Assembly,  by  protestation,  saving  to  them- 
selves the  liberty  of  exhibiting  at  any  time  hereafter  any  further 
articles,  or  other  accusation  or  impeachment,  against  the  said

Peter  N.  Horeley,  and  also  of  replying  to  his  answers  which  he 
shall  make  unto  the  articles  herein  preferred  against  him,  and  of 
offering  proof  to  the  same,  and  every  part  thereof,  and  to  all 
and  every  other  articles,  accusations  or  impeachment,  which 
shall  be  exhibited  by  them  as  the  case  shall  require,  do  demand 
that  he,  the  said  Peter  N.  Horsley,  may  be  put  to  answer  the 
high  misdemeanors  in  office  herein  charged  against  him,  and  that 
such  proceedings,  examinations,  trials  and  judgments,  may  be 
thereupon  had  and  given,  as  may  be  agreeable  to  law  and  jus- 
tice.

on  this  day ;  and  that  the  said  summons  be  returnable  here  on 
Tuesday  next,  the  12th  instant,  and  be  served  by  the  Sergeant- 
at-Arms  at  least  two  days  before  the  return  thereof. 

It  was  further  ordered,  That  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  commu- 
nicate this  order  to  the  House  of  Assembly. 

It  was  further  ordered,  That  the  Clerk  of  this  Court  be 
directed  to  have  the  rules  of  proceedings  in  cases  of  impeach- 
ment, and  a  statement  of  the  pending  case,  printed  for  the  use 
of  the  members  of  this  Court.

The  Court  adjourned  to  12  o'clock  on  Tuesday  next.

The  Clerk  administered  the  oath  prescribed  to  Alexander 
Wurts. 

The  Court  was  then  opened  by  the  following  proclamation  :

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The  Clerk  then  administered  the  following  oath  to  the  Ser- 
geant-at-Arms: 

You,  Samuel  H.  Cavilier,  Sergeant-at  Arms  to  the  Senate  of 
the  State  of  New  Jersey,  do  swear  that  the  return  made  and  sub- 
scribed by  you  upon  the  process  issued  on  the  8th  day  of  March, 
instant,  by  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey  against  Peter 
N.  Horsley,  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  and  for  the  county  of  Hud- 
son, is  truly  made,  and  that  you  have  performed  said  services  as 
therein  prescribed.    So  help  you  God. 

Proclamation  was  then  made  as  follows : 

"  Oyez  I  Oyez  !  Oyez !  Peter  N.  Horsley,  Justice  of  the  Peace 
in  and  for  the  county  of  Hudson,  come  forward  and  answer  the 
articles  of  Impeachment  exhibited  against  you  by  the  House  of 
Assembly." 

Whereupon,  Peter  N.  Horsley  appeared  at  the  bar,  attended 
by  Benjamin  Williamson,  as  his  counsel,  and  by  whom  he  sub- 
mitted the  following  application,  which  was  read  by  the  Clerk : 

Mr.  President :  I  appear  now  before  this  honorable  court,  in 
obedience  to  its  summons,  to  answer  articles  of  impeachment  ex- 
hibited against  me,  by  the  honorable  the  House  of  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  New  Jersey. 

I  respectfully  request  this  honorable  court,  that  I  may  be  per- 
mitted to  appear  by  Benjamin  Williamson,  of  the  city  of  Eliza- 
beth, and  that  he,  as  my  attorney  and  counsel,  be  permitted  to 
conduct  my  defence. 

The  summons,  embodying  the  articles  of  impeachment,  bears 
date  the  8th  day  of  March,  instant,  and  a  copy  of  the  same  was 
served  upon  me,  personally,  on  the  evening  of  the  same  day. 

1  have  not  had  the  opportunity  of  consulting  with  my  counsel, 
and  making  that  preparation  fcr  my  defence  which  the  nature  of 
the  case  requires. 

I  therefore  respectfully  request  that  a  reasonable  time  be 
granted  me  to  prepare  my  answer  and  plea,  or  make  such  defence 
as  I  may  be  advised  is  proper  in  the  premises.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Bettle, 

The  Court  adjourned  to  Tuesday  the  19th  instant,  at  12  o'clock. 


TUESDAY,  March  19th,  1867. 

The  Court  having  been,  opened  by  proclamation, 

The  Clerk  notified  the  House  of  Assembly  that  the  Senate 
were  ready  to  proceed  with  the  trial  of  the  impeachment  of 
Peter  N.  Horsley. 

The  Managers  of  the  House  of  Assembly  appeared. 

Peter  N.  Horsley,  being  called  to  make  answer  to  the  articles 
of  impeachment  exhibited  against  him  by  the  House  of  Assembly 
appeared,  attended  by  Joseph  F.  Randolph  as  his  counsel ;  and 
having  been  asked  by  the  President  whether  he  was  prepared  to 
answer  the  said  articles,  he  replied  in  the  affirmative,  and  that 
his  counsel  would  render  such  answer  to  the  Court. 

The  President  then  asked  him  if  the  answer  thus  made  be  his 
final  answer,  on  which  he  intends  to  rely  ? 

To  which  he  also  replied  in  the  affirmative. 

Joseph  F.  Randolph,  his  counsel,  then  delivered  the  answer 
to  the  Clerk,  by  whom  it  was  read. 

The  answer  of  Peter  JVl  Horsley  to  the  articles  of  Impeachment 
exhibited  against  htm  by  the  House  of  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  New  Jersey : 

The  said  Peter  N.  Horsley,  saving  to  himself  all  exceptions 
whatsoever  to  the  said  articles,  and  the  charges  therein  con- 
tained, answers  and  says : 

That  he  has  been  informed  and  believes  it  to  be  true  that  in 
the  spring  or  summer  of  1866,  Asa  H.  Leonard  brought  an 
action  before  Samuel  M.  Chambers,  Esq.,  a  Justice  of  the  Peace 
in  Jersey  City,  to  remove  his  tenant,  Charles  A.  Scott,  for 
holding  over  beyond  his  term  under  the  landlord  and  tenant  act, 
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and  that  owing  to  the  disagreement  of  the  jury,  he  failed  in  his 
suit. 

It  is  true  that  this  respondent  issued  a  summons  as  requested, 
returnable  before  him  at  nine  o'clock  A.  M.  on  the  sixteenth  day 
of  June,  1866,  which  was  returned  to  him  duly  served;  and  on 
the  day  of  the  return  the  plaintiff  appeared  a  short  time  before 
nine  o'clock  and  tendered  himself  ready  to  proceed  with  the 
cause,  when  this  respondent  informed  him  that  the  time  had  not 
yet  arrived,  and  he  left  the  court,  and  afterwards  returned  and 
proceeded  with  his  trial,  it  being  after  nine  o'clock.  The  case 
was  a  simple  holding  over  under  the  landlord  and  tenant  act, 
and  took  but  a  short  time  to  try.  And  this  respondent,  being 
satisfied  from  the  evidence,  gave  judgment  for  the  plaintiff  and 
issued  his  warrant  pursuant  to  the  statute,  for  the  removal  of  the 
defendant  from  the  premises. 

And  this  respondent,  in  further  answering,  says  this  was  an 
ordinary  suit  before  him,  in  *which  he  had  no  feeling  or  interest 
with  or  against  either  party.  He  was  not  acquainted  with  the 
plaintiff,  and  Mr.  Scott,  the  defendant,  he  did  not  even  know  by 
sight.  The  cause  took  the  usual  course  of  proceeding.  Re- 
spondent  honestly  belived  that  he  was  proceeding  according  to 
law,  and  simply  doing  his  duty.  There  were  other  causes  set 
down  for  trial  that  forenoon  before  the  respondent,  and  several 
parties  and  lawyers  were  in  attendance,  and  as  the  defendant 
did  not  appear  at  the  time,  either  in  person  or  by  counsel,  nor 
had  respondent  been  informed  of  defendant's  intention  to  appear 
or  defend  the  suit,  he  took  up  the  case  as  the  first  one  ready 
after  the  hour  of  proceeding  arrived,  and  proceeded  with  it  in 
the  ordinary  way,  the  same  as  he  would  have  done  in  any  other 
case  that  might  hate  been  ready  before  the  case  against  Mr. 
Scott.       1 

This  respondent  admits  that  it  is  true  that  a  short  time  after 
the  case  of  Leonard  vs.  Scott  was  disposed  of,  and  the  plaintiff 
had  left  the  court,  Mr.  Scott,  the  defendant,  appeared  with  his 
counsel,  to  try  the  case,  when  they  were  informed  by  the  re- 
spondent that  the  cause  had  been  already  tried  and  disposed  of, 
and  the  plaintiff  had  gone.  At  this  announcement  the  defendant 
and  his  counsel  became  somewhat  excited  and  demanded  a  right 
of  trial,  because  it  was  not  yet  nine  o'clock,  and  this  was  the 
first  idea  suggested  to  the  respondent  of  a  possibility  of  mistake 
as  to  the  time,  but  the  respondent  called  the  attention  of  the 
►  party  and  his  counsel  to  the  clock  standing  in  the  office,  which 
showed  that  the  time  was  some  minutes  after  half  past  nine 
o'clock.  Watches  were  then  examined  by  the  counsel  and 
others,  and  these  watches  disagreed  with  each  other  and  with 
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the  ctyck.  Some  of  the  watches  were  a  little  before  or  a  little 
after  nine  o'clock,  and  some  later,  as  respondent  believes.  In 
view  of  this  discrepancy  respondent  informed  the  party  and  his 
counsel  that  the  court  always  went  by  its  own  clock,  as  it  had 
done  in  this  instance,  and  must  continue  to  do  from  the  nature 
of  things.  The  clock  which  was  in  respondent's  office  kept  good 
time.  He  had  never  known  any  difficulty  from  it  before.  It 
had  not  been  set  back,  altered  or  changed  on  that  occasion,  and 
this  respondent  believed  it  was  correct  He  had  no  reason  to 
suppose  that  it  did  not  indicate  the  true  time,  nor  had  he  any 
motive,  desire  or  wish,  that  on  that  occasion  it  should  indicate 
any  other  than  the  true  time. 

And  it  is  true  that  some '  time  after  said  proceedings  took 
place,  said  Leonard  applied  to  this  respondent,  as  one  of  the 
Justices  of  the  Peace  for  Hudson  county,  for  a  summons  against 
said  Scott  under  the  landlord  and  tenant  act,  to  remove  said 
Scott,  his  tenant,  from  the  possession  of  the  premises  leased  to 
him.  This  respondent  presumes  the  cause  of  action  was  the 
same  as  that  which  had  failed  in  the  suit  before  Judge  Chambers. 

And  this  respondent,  in  further  answering,  says  that  having 
decided  the  cause,  and  the  plaintiff  having  left  the  court,  he  had 
no  more  power  over  the  cause.  The  cause  had  not  been  taken 
up  until  after  the  appointed  hour  of  nine  o'clock,  after  which 
time  it  was  regularly  tried  and  decided,  and  the  warrant  of 
ejectment  issued  and  given  to  the  plaintiff. 

And  this  respondent,  in  further  answering,  says  it  is  true  that 
defendant's  counsel  demanded  to  see  the  docket  of  the  case  and 
the  papers ;  but  it  was  done  in  such  a  violent  and  insulting 
manor  that  this  respondent  was  compelled  to  threaten  him  with 
commitment  for  contempt,  and  he  thought*  then,  and  still  thinks, 
that  he  would  have  been  justified  in  committing  him.  As  to  the 
docket  of  the  case,  of  course  there  had  been  no  time  to  enter  it 
up,  and  there  was  nothing  to  exhibit ;  and  as  to  the  papers,  this 
respondent  does  not  now  recollect  about  them,  if  they  were 
not  exhibited,  or  if  the  defendant  and  his  counsel  were  not  satis- 
fied in  regard  to  their  inquiries  as  to  the  result  of  the  suit,  it 
was  owing  to  the  insulting  manner  in  which  the  demand  was 
made.  Had  their  inquiries  been  made  in  a  gentlemanly  or  de- 
cent way,  this  respondent  has  no  doubt  they  would  have  been 
replied  to  in  the  same  spirit;  but  as  anger  and  excitement  be- 
get their  like,  this  respondent  thinks  it  quite  probable  that  the 
defendant  and  his  counsel  were  treated  very  much  in  the  same 
way,  that  they  attempted  to  treat  the  court.  Besides,  as  one  of 
the  sections  of  the  statute  under  which  this  action  was  brought, 
provides  that  "the  proceedings  had  by  virtue  of  this  act  shall 
not  be  appealed  from  or  removed  by  certiorari;  .but  the  land- 
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lord  shall  remain  liable  in  action  of  trespass  for  any  unlawful 
proceedings  under  this  act;"  this  respondent  with  his  under- 
standing of  the  law  did  not  then  perceive  that  it  could  make 
any  difference  to  the  defendant  whether  they  then  saw  the 
docket  and  papers  or  not,  as  they  would  have  to  look  to  the 
landlord  in  another  action,  if  wrong  had  been  done.  This  re- 
spondent however  has  since  understood  that  under  certain  cir- 
cumstances the  Supreme  Court  will  entertain  a  certiorari  for  cer- 
tain purposes  notwithstanding  the  language  of  the  statute. 

And  this  respondent  denies  any  and  all  intent,  wrongfully  and 
unjustly  to  oppress  or  otherwise  injure  the  said  Charles  H.  Scott 
tinder  color  of  law  or  otherwise,  or  that  he  did  as  Justice  of  the 
Peace  in  and  for  the  county  of  Hudson,  wilfully  or  corruptly,  or 
in  violation  of  the  duties  of  his  office  or  of  the  Constitution  and 
Laws  of  the  State  deny  the  due  administration  of  justice  to  the 
said  Charles  H.  Scott  or  forcibly  or  otherwise  deprive  him  of 
any  vested  right,  but  on  the  contrary  he  honestly  performed  his 
duty  in  the  case  towards  Charles  H.  Scott  according  to  the  best 
of  his  judgment  and  understanding  of  the  law  of  the  land.  No 
proceedings  have  been  taken  to  disposses  Mr.  Scott  and  he  still 
remains  in  possession  as  respondent  understands. 

And  this  respondent,  in  further  answering,  says  that  as  to  the 
second  articles  of  impeachment  presented  against  him,  it  is  true 
that  in  the  Spring  of  1866,  when  this  respondent  was  not  in 
commission  as  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  at  the  request  of  James 
McKay  and  Cornelius  D.  Wyncoop,  of  New  York,  he  consented 
to  attend  to  a  small  account  of  eight  dollars  which  they  had 
against  a  Mr.  Atwell,  a  resident  of  Jersey  City.  And,  after 
giving  him  notice  of  the  account,  and  his  neglect  to  settle  it,  he 
applied  to  William  Allen,  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  Jersey  City, 
who  issued  a  summons  for  the  account  against  said  Atwell,  and 
at  the  hearing  of  the  casev  the  plaintiff  was  nonsuited  for  some 
irregularity  in  the  proceedings,  after  which  this  respondent 
ceased  to  act  in  the  matter  as  agent  or  otherwise  for  said  McKay 
and  Wyncoop. 

And  some  time  after  this  respondent  was  re-elected,  as  one  of 
the  Justices  of  the  Peace  of  Jersey  City,  for  the  county  of 
Hudson  and  said  McKay  and  Wyncoop  instituted  a  suit  before 
him  for  this  account  of  eight  dollars  against  said  Atwell,  as  they 
had  a  perfect  right  to  do.  This  respondent  not  then  being  his 
agent,  and  having  no  interest  or  claim  whatever  in  the  matter 
in  dispute,  was  in  no  way  disqualified  in  law  from  hearing  and 
trying  the  case. 

And  this  respondent,  in  further  answering,  says  it  is  true  that 
the  defendant  appeared  by  his  counsel  on  the  return  day  of  the 
summons,  and  moved  to  dismiss  the  suit  on  the  ground  that  the 
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respondent  was  agent  for  the  plaintiffs,  which  motion  was  refused 
by  the  Court,  and  as  he  now  insists,  properly  refused  because 
the  respondent  was  not  the  agent  of  the  plaintiffs,  nor  had  he 
been  since  his  re-election  as  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  and  for  tbe 
further  reason  that  a  motion  to  dismiss  the  cause  was  not  a 
proper  motion  for  the  cause  alleged,  the  remedy  being  a 
challenge  to  the  Justice  for  incompetency  to  sit  in  the  case, 
when  the  ground  of  objection  could  have  been  heard  and  fairly 
decided  by  impartial  tryors. 

And  this  respondent,  in  further  answering,  says  it  is  true  that 
the  cause  was  adjourned  to  the  second  day  of  August,  when  the 
plaintiff  not  appearing,  and  the  defendant  appearing  by  his 
counsel,  he  moved  that  the  plaintiff  be  nonsuited  on  the  ground 
of  variance  oetween  the  summons  and  the  State  of  demand,  the 
latter  having  the  name  of  defendant  as  Amos  M.  AtwelLand 
the  former  having  the  name  of  Amos  Atwell,  which  motion  the 
Court  refused,  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  respondent  the  same 
was  amendable  by  the  Court,  or  might  be  considered  as  amend- 
ed so  as  to  cure  the  alleged  error  by  virtue  of  the  statutes  re- 
specting amendments  made  applicable  to  the  courts  for  the  trial 
of  small  causes,  as  well  as  the  higher  courts  of  the  State,  and  the 
amendment  was  in  due  time  regularly  and  lawfully  perfected 
and  made. 

And  it  is  also  true  that  defendant^  counsel  afterwards  moved 
to  non-suit  the  plaintiff  for  want  of  prosecution,  which  the  Court 
also  refused,  and  adjourned  the  cause  over  for  its  own  con- 
venience till  the  sixteenth  day  of  August,  which  it  had  a  right  to 
do  by  the  law  of  the  State,  and  especially  so  as  this  respondent 
had  previously  informed  the  parties  that  he  expected  to  go  or  be 
in  the  country  about  the  second  of  August,  and  that  he  would 
notify  them  of  the  trial  or  adjournment,  should  they  not  be 
present. 

It  is  also  true  that  this  respondent  declined  to  enter  in  his 
docket  the  various  motions  made  or  the  reason?  therefor,  us  the 
law,  according  to  the  understanding  of  this  respondent,  does  not 
require  such  matters  to  be  entered  in  the  docket  of  the  Justice. 

And  this  respondent,  in  further  answering,  says,  that  on  the 
sixteenth  day  of  August  the  parties  appeared  before  him  ready 
for  trial,  when  the  defendant's  counsel  renewed  his  motions  for 
nonsuit  and  dismissal,  as  stated  in  the  article,  which  were  again 
overruled  for  the  reasons  above  stated.  It  is  also  true  that  the 
Justice  then  proceeded  to  try  the  cause,  and  as  he  supposed  the 
defendant  as  well  as  the  plaintiffs  to  be  through  with  the  case, 
he  gave  judgment  according  to  the  law  and  evidence,  as  he 
understood  them.  And  he  afterwards,  on  the  presentation  of  a 
sufficient  appeal  bond,  with  the  proper  government  stamp,  sent 
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up  the  papers  to  the  higher  court,  with  the  before  stated  amend- 
ment duly  made  and  perfected. 

And  this  respondent,  in  further  answering,  says,  that  whilst  he 
admits  himself,  in  common  with  other  men,  liable  to  mistake  of 
judgment,  either  as  to  the  law  or  the  facts  presented  to  him,  yet 
in  the  various  motions  made  in  this  cause,  and  in  the  final  dis- 
position of  the  cause  itself,  he  acted  honestly  and  faithfully,  and 
decided  all  matters  according  to  the  best  of  his  judgment  and 
understanding  of  the  law,  and  the  facts  in  the  case,  and  not  with 
any  intention  wrongfully  and  unjustly  to  oppress,  annoy  or 
injure  the  said  defendant,  as  alleged  in  said  article. 

And  this  respondent,  protesting  that  he  has  always  borne  the 
character  of  an  upright  and  honest  man  and  magistrate,  and  has 
well  and  faithfully  demeaned  himself,  prays  that  the  vague  and 
general  fcharges  in  the  said  articles,  not  amounting  to  a  charge 
or  specification  of  a  charge,  of  a.  high  misdemeanor  against  him, 
be  considered  as  stricken  from  the  articles  of  impeachment,  or 
not  considered  by  the  Court.  He  admits  that,  years  ago,  when 
he  formerly  held  the  commission  of  Justice  of  the  Peace,  under 
a  misapprehension  of  the  law,  he  issued  a  committitur,  and 
caused  a  person  to  be  arrested  under  the  act  for  the  suppression 
of  vice*  and  immorality,  and  that  he  was  afterwards  adjudged 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanoi,  causing  a  wrongful  imprisonment,  and 
fined  five  dollars ;  but  as  this  matter  is  not  an  impeachable  of- 
fence at  this  time  against  the  respondent,  he  is  at  a  loss  to  know 
why  it  is  set  forth  in  the  article,  or  why  the  fact  that  pending 
this  present  proceeding  in  the  Legislature,  some  interested  par- 
tisan or  personal  enemy — without  the  knowledge  of  this  respond- 
ent— procured  from  the  Grand  Jury,  of  Hudson  county,  the 
vague  presentment  referred  to  in  the  article,  unless  the  object  of 
the  persons  pressing  this  present  matter,  now  before  the  Legisla- 
ture, be  to  create  a  feeling  of  prejudice  against  this  respondent, 
and,  if  it  were  possible,  to  prevent  a  fair  trial  of  the  real  matters 
now  in  question  before  this  high  and  honorable  Court. 

That  this  respondent,  therefore,  prays  that  this  presentment — 
as  well  as  the  charge  respecting  the  said  indictment — bo  stricken 
from  the  said  article,  and  not  considered  by  this  Court. 

And  solemnly  denying  the  intention  charged  against  him  by 
the  articles  of  impeachment,  and  believing  and  asserting  in  all 
that  he  did  in  the  premises,  he  was  actuated  by  the  present 
sense  of  what  he  deemed  his  official  duty,  and  was,  as  he 
believed,  and  still  believes,  warranted  and  supported  by  the  law 
and  the  facts,  this  respondent  for  plea  to  the  said  articles  of 
impeachment,  saith  that  he  is  not  guilty  of  any  high  misde- 
meanor, as  in  and  by  said  articles  is  alleged ;  and  this  he  prays 
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may  be  inquired  of  by  this  honorable  Court,  in  suck  manner  as 
law  and  justice  shall  seem  to  them  to  require.
